VANCE. 

How to elect the Electors of President 
and Vice-President, is too important a ques- 
tion:to be determined suddenly, and with 
the declared purpose of attaining partisan 
ends. It has been sprung upon'the Repub- 
lican Party in this State, however, with di- 
rect reference to the vote of next year; and 
changes are advocated without any attempt 
to conceal the objects they are intended to 
serve. . ‘To make the matter worse, the 
power so to change the law as to render the 
vote of New-York  preordained fact is 
boasted of as an effective means of punish- 


FIXING THE 


ing’ the Democrats, ‘North and Sonth, if 


they do aught to displease the very serupu- 
lous persons to whom our Republican Le- 
gislature is expected to look for guidance. 
Evils conneeted with the counting of the 
Electoral vote are a sufficiently serious sub-— 
ject for immediate ‘consideration. . They 
are aggravated by the unwillingness of vio- 
lent members of the Congressional majority 
to surrender the slightest chance of secnr- 
ing a‘partisan ‘advantage from the ‘occur- 
rence of contingencies that are quite pos- 
sible under the system as it stands. Every 
consideration of duty and expediency sug- 
gests the avoidance of needless causes of 
offense while the subject is under the con- 
sideration of Congress. . The sole aim being 
the honest counting of the votes received, 
and the equitable adjustment of difficulties 
affecting the performance of the task, it is 
of the highest importance that all other 
phases of the’ Electoral question bé 


‘meanwhile. excluded;: A ‘time’ will. come, 


and that, perhaps, speedily, . when 
the whole machinery of a Presidential elec- 
tion will be examined with a view to the 
correction of defects. An occasion will 
then arise for considering whether the 
voting by States ‘shall be. adhered to or 
whether some general. change shall be ef- 
fected by constitutional amendment. _ Sen- 
ator MorTon’s argument for a return to the 
district system will then challenge ‘atten- 
tion; it is possible that the original mode 
of. electing Electors by the. votes of the 
respective Legislatures may have some 
advocates; and itis certain thata strenuous 
plea for a direct yote by the people will not . 
be without supporters. These features of 
the general question are not now.open to 
discussion. They cannot be properly dis- 
cussed, with any expectation of obtaining the’ 
eonfidence of the country, on the eve of a. 
contest whose result would, in the estima- 
tion of partisans, outweigh all other ¢on- 
siderations.

What are 
the people that they should be consulted in 
the matter? Whatare decency and wisdom 
that they should block the way of partisan 
idiots ? 

From every point of view, the scheme, 
whether as presented by the Albany Jour- 
nals correspondent or as enlarged by the 
Tribune, is utterly indefensible. The Re- 


‘publican majority in the New-York Legis- 


lature cannot ‘afford to trifle with the sub- 
ject,’ to outrage the moral sense of their 
party, and to-provoke the retaliatory meas- 
ures that would surely follow the adoption 
of the course proposed. That Republicans 
in the other States mentioned by the Trid- 
une will entertain the plan, or in any man- 
ner prejudge the vote of next year, we do 
not believe.

UNDEBVALUATION OF IMPORTS. 

An ad valorem duty, compelled to take as 
a basis the market value of goods either at 
the place and time of importation or at.the 
place and time of purchase abroad, chooses 
the latter, and hence requires the importer 
to state in his invoice what the goods cost 
him.» But to provide against under-state- 
ment by him, there is & system of appraise- 
ments. If such appraisoment adds 10 
per cent. er more to the invoice, then (sec- 
tion 2,900 Revised Statutes, United States,) 
an additional 20 per cent. duty shall be 
laid on the whole. If similar merchandise, 
of varying values, is invoiced at an average 
price, the rate of the highest-valued goods 
shall apply to the whole, (section 2,910.)

the Appraiser is also held in check, lest he 
prejudices his place by involving the Gov- 
ernment in an unprofitable purchase. The 
efficacy of this plan is that it visits: upon 
either side the consequences of its; own 
errors.’ A provision for taking goods at 10 
per cent. advance on the invoices was re- 
commended by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee thirteen years ago, but did not secure 
favorable action: Something of the sort 
would be very timely now. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS EXPERIMENT.
